The Hospital for Special Surgery along with the Cornell Uni- 
versity Medical College and The New York Hospital conducted a Symposium 
for the Restoration of Function in the Hand on Wednesday, March 11th, 
through Friday, March 13th. Dr. L. Ramsay Straub was co-chairman of 
the Symposium with Dr. Herbert Conway of New York Hospital. Dr. Rolla 
Campbell and Dr. Allen Inglis assisted in the organization of the 
meeting which was attended by some 150 doctors interested in surgery 
of the hand. 


The visiting faculty of experts in many phases in hand 
Surgery came from five foreign countries and ten separate areas of the 
United States. Six surgeons from HSS contributed to the scientific 
program. Dr. Philip D. Wilson was co-chairman of the sessions. Dr. 
Straub, in addition to his role as host, presented a discussion of 
congenital forearm and hand abnormalities. Drs. T. Campbell Thompson, 
Allen Inglis, John Dorsey and Rolla Campbell presented discussions to 
the group. The doctors met at HSS on Friday in the lecture hall for 
the program and in the cafeteria for lunch after convening at New York 
Hospital and the Rockefeller Institute on the preceding days. 


As was noted on Friday when the doctors assembled here, 
many of the physicians attending were HSS graduates and the meeting was 
an opportunity to renew old acquaintances. By Friday afternoon, it was 


the consensus of opinion among the professional staff that the Symposium 


had been very much of a success.

CREDIT UNION VOTED DOWN 


After much deliberation and a meeting with Mr. Young, the 
Personnel Committee decided to drop the plan for a Federal Credit Union. 
The greatest obstacle to the establishment of a Union would have been the 
overwhelming amount of work that would be involved. Many employees would 
have had to devote time and energy after working hours to the affairs of 
the organization. It has become apparent that there were not enough people 
who were willing to accept the responsibility of this extra work on their 
own time. The great lack of enthusiasm and attendance displayed ata 
meeting held in February by Miss Kitty Johnson for persons interested in 
the Union reflected this feeling. Mr. Young was consulted as to the reaction 
of the Board of Managers. He said the Board felt the work involved and the 
personnel needed did not warrant the Union. Mr. Young also stated that 
if the complete success of the Credit Union could be assured, or if Special 
Surgery could merge with the New York Hospital Union, he and the Board would 
approve the venture. New York Hospital would not approve such a merger 
because of the time and effort they have put into theirs. With so many 
factors working against the Credit Union, the Committee voted against its 
establishment. 


Other business at the February meeting was the appointment of a 
By-Laws Committee and a Program Committee, the former to keep the Committee's 
Constitution and By-Laws up-to-date and the latter to suggest pertinent 
items for the Committee's agenda. The usefulness of these two committees 
was apparent at the March meeting when they made progress reports. The 
Program Committee suggested a procedure for the meetings, grouping items into 
three categories - grievances, major hospital events and explanation of 
hospital policies. Grievances were then discussed. The By-Laws Committee 
is busy making revisions of some of the old regulations.
